heen harvested and according to the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture tlie total prodnetion is approx- 
imately 1111.000,0(10 
bushels; 
nearly 


]60,000.000 bushels more than liny pre- 
vious crop produced In the United 
States. We have at least U60.OVO.OOIi 
bushels of wheat which are not needed 
for consumption at at home or for 
seed. The surplus production of the 
United States usually goe,s to Europe, 
but under present conditions, caused 
by tlie European war, this cereal can- 
not cross the ocean. 
About "."..OOO.OIK! 


bushels have already been taken 
fin- 


export, but most of It Is being held at 
tile ports of departure. 


Conditions across the water are not 


encouraging. War in Europe tends to 
prevent the shipment of wheat from 
surplus European countries to those 
which need 
imports—for 
example— 


from Uussia to France, and a famine 
seems Inevitable.

While the Island of Corsica derives 


its fame from being tbe birthplace of 
Napoleon, the name of Pasquale de Pa 
oil Is more dear to the natives, for It 
was under the leadership of this pa 
triof, In 1755, that they escaped from 
the yoke of the Genoese For fourteen 
years he wisely administered the af- 
fairs of the Island. In 1769 France 
bought the island from Genoa and 
landed an army of 22,000, which Paoli 
met with a few thousand Gorsicans 
and fonght until his army was reduced 
to 537 men; yet he cut his way through 
and escaped to England, where he re- 
mained twenty years. At the outbreak 
of the revolution iu Franc* he returned 
to his native land and tecame mill 
tary governor, but he could not get on 
with his old enemy, so he returned to 
England, where he died in 1807.
